“It has been said that every time a 
child stands inthe’ Juvenile Court 
some adult should stand by his side 
or in his place.. The department has 
spent a good deal of energy bringing 
to. justice;* parents, guardians, and 
other adults who in any way contri- 
ute to thé neglect or delinquency of 
a child. It is not.a common thing to 
see in our Juvenile Courts, men and 
women of mature age, charged with 
these offences.
